PETITION FOR RECONSIDERATION OF HOLDING OF ABANDONMENT 

Pursuant to Section 711.03 of the Manual of Patent Examining Procedure, 
Applicants respectfully request reconsideration of the holding of abandonment in the above 
referenced application. This request is being submitted promptly after applicant has 
learned of the abandonment on the basis of the Notice of Abandonment mailed by the PTO 
on June 14, 2007. The Examiner held the application abandoned for failure to reply to the 
Office letter mailed on October 5, 2005. Applicants respectfully submit that there is no 
basis for abandonment, for the following reasons: 

(1 ) On October 20, 2005, applicant Express mailed the Response to the 
Interview Summary under 37 C.F.R. § 1.10 with a return postcard. As 
required by MPEP § 503, the return post card contained the following 
information: applicant's name, title of the invention, number of pages, serial 
number, filing date, and attorney docket number. The return post card also 
requested the acknowledgment of the receipt of the following documents: 
"Interview Summary (2 pages); Fee Transmittal (1 page); Transmittal Form 
(1 page); and Postcard." Said receipt of the documents was to be 
acknowledged by stamping the return post card with the date received and 
returning it to Applicant's attorneys office.

The interview occurred on September 7, 2005. 
The interview was a telephonic interview. 

The participants at the interview were Examiner Thanh Nguyen, Marc Thompson, 
and the Applicant's attorney Marc Brockhaus, Reg. No. 40,923. 
No exhibits were shown or discussed. 
Claims 1 and 24, were discussed. 

The prior art discussed was Conrad et al. U.S. Patent No. 6,028,605. 
Agreement was not reached on the patentability of any particular claims. 



INTERVIEW SUMMARY 
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The parties discussed the Conrad et al. reference with respect to the features 
recited in claim 1 . The parties also discussed the rather large amount of claims pending 
in the present patent application. Examiner Thompson and the undersigned discussed 
simplifying the claims pending in the patent application to be directed to a common 
grouping, even though a restriction requirement had not been entered in the patent 
application. 

The Amendment filed on September 12, 2005 in response to the non-final Office 
Action dated March 1 1 , 2005 is believed to be consistent with the discussions during the 
Examiner interview.
